the main floor with housing 
above.

bridge. 

From previous public 
input, the main themes for 
the former East Jordan Iron 
Works site included connect- 
ing people with nature, 
maintaining green space, a 
non-motorized trail along 
the waterfront, improved 
views of the water, connect- 
ing the site with the current 
business district to provide 
an extension of the current 
down town area, and hous- 
ing that will attract more 
full time residents. Local cit- 
izens also expressed the 
need for a hotel as well as 
commercial development 
with employment opportu- 
nities. 

The consultants consid- 
ered how the transportation 
system would look in an ex- 
tended down town and what 
the traffic flow would be 
through the site. They sug- 
gested continuing the exist- 
ing street grid system, 
extending Division Street to 
the lake and the possibility 
of connecting Sunset and 
Spring Streets. 

The consultants also sug- 
gested extending the current 
two blocks of commercial 
area on Main Street one 
more block northward with 
the business district gradu- 
ally giving way to small 
home sites. Centrally lo- 
cated in the redevelopment, 
the planners suggested a 
hotel, either near the lake or 
set back with a view of the 
water. Another prominent 
feature of the suggested re- 
development was a marina 
and large pier near the 
north end to provide addi- 
tional public access to Lake 
Charlevoix. Non-motorized 
pathways for bikes and 
pedestrians would extend 
from Memorial Park north- 
ward along Lake Charlevoix 
providing access to the 
water and possible public 
beach area. Larger home 
sites were suggested for the 
northern end of the prop- 
erty. 

The consultants referred 
to the project as a “legacy 
redevelopment” because 
projects of this nature take a 
long time to complete. A 
similar project in Marquette 
was started in 1996 and is 
still in progress. The 64 acre 
former foundry property 
presents a variety of possi- 
bilities for redevelopment. 
Beckett & Raeder’s John Ia- 
coangeli stated that by hav- 
ing a series of graduated 
residential areas of small, 
medium and large lots 


would integrate a diversity 
of income and not be exclu- 
sively for higher income in- 
dividuals like the Bay 
Harbor development. “This 
is a project where working 
families can live within the 
development and graduate 
through different types of 
housing.” he said. “We try to 
be realistic not only from a 
land use perspective but also 
from a market perspective”. 

Mr. Iacoangeli explained 
“From a framework point of 
view, there are a lot of op- 
tions for this property. If the 
owner wants to move ahead 
with selective redevelop- 
ment, we’ve tried to make a 
framework plan that’s ex- 
tremely flexible. If there is 
one thing as a community 
that you walk away with, it 
is that there’s an opportu- 
nity here to bring the com- 
munity in to the site. There’s 
an opportunity to create a 
circulation of open space for 
public access. But then 
there’s a great opportunity 
to have all kinds of flexibil- 
ity relative to what the real 
estate market will bear.” 

When asked by a member 
of the audience about a time 
frame for dismantling the 
foundry buildings, Tom 
Teske, General Manager of 
EJ replied there is no time 
frame. He said there are still 
some buildings being used 
for storage. The pattern 
shop is still fully operational 
and will continue in its cur- 
rent location for a few more 
years before it is eventually 
moved to the new manufac- 
turing site near Elmira. 
However, the corporate of- 
fices will not move to the 
new site but will remain in 
East Jordan. 

The consultants will use 
the feedback gathered at last 
Monday’s presentation to re- 
fine the design concepts be- 
fore presenting the City with 
their final recommendation. 
The content of the master 
plan will be unveiled at a fu- 
ture public open house.

To the Editor, 

Breaking news, this just 
in, 2-8 months ago but just 
now coming to break.
